You are hereby notified to meet at Jones Hall in said 
Marlow on Tuesday the ninth day of March, next at ten of 
the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and to make ap- 
propriations for the same. 


3. To raise or appropriate such sums of money as may be 
necessary for the maintenance of the poor. 


4. To see if the town will apply for Class Five money 
known as T.R.A. and raise the sum of $343.60 required by the 
State. 


5. To see if the town will vote to accept the provisions 
of chapter 83, laws of 1951 as amended by chapter 31, laws of 
1953, and to authorize the Selectmen to borrow on notes or 
bonds an amount of $2,700.00 for the completion of the Sand 
Pond Road between 1954 T.R.A. and Lempster T.L., such sum 
to be raised in accordance with the provisions of the Municipal 
Bonds Statute and amendments thereto and to authorize the 
Selectmen to issue and negotiate such notes and to determine 
the time and place of payment thereof, under such terms and 
conditions as they may deem to be in the best interests of the 
Town. 


NOTE: Any balance to be used on new approved location. 
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6. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
the repairs of highways and bridges. 


7. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
for the Town Library. 


8. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may 
be necessary for the Observance of Memorial Day. 


9. To see if the Town will authorize the selectmen to 
borrow money by temporary loans in anticipation of taxes. 


10. To authorize the tax collector to give two per cent 
cash discount on all property and personal taxes for the pay- 
ments made within 30 days after the date of tax bill, and em- 
power the collector to appoint a deputy collector. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to raise such sums of 
money as may be necessary to improve Town Cemeteries. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $34.00 for the Monadnock Region Association. 


13. To see if the Town will authorize the selectmen to 
sell or administer all real estate acquired by the Town through 
Tax Collectors Deeds. 


14. To see what action the Town will take to raise and 
appropriate $100.00 for the Elliot Community Hospital. 


15. To see if the Town will vote for the white pine blister 
rust control, and raise the sum of $200.00 for same. 


16. To see what action the Town will take in regard to 
those items in the Town budget not covered in the preceding 
articles, 


17. To see if the Town will vote to accept Trust Funds. 


18. To see if the Town will vote to allow the 10% pro- 
vided by the State of which 3% to the collector of taxes and 
7% to the selectmen, for the administration of the Head Tax 
Levy. 
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19. To hear the reports of officers, agents and committees 
heretofore chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto, and 
to transact any other business that may legally come before 
said meeting.

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REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Marlow: 


I herewith submit my annual report as superintendent 
of your school. 


We are fortunate that our teaching staff has stayed with 
us. Many schools are faced with changing teachers each year 
which means a loss to the community in that each new teacher 
has to become familiar with the system and the pupils. Our 
teachers have a combined service in Marlow of 13 years. 


Achievement tests were given in all the grades this past 
spring and general ability tests were given this fall. Com- 
parison of the results of these tests are being used to evaluate 
the success of the pupils, aid in guidance and help improve 
the educational program. 


Test results, pupil grades and other information that will 
aid in counseling pupils are now kept on a new permanent 
record form that contains much more helpful information. 
In addition, each pupil has an individual folder containing 
information that cannot be condensed on a permanent record 
form. 


One first grader was expected to enroll this year. We 
have six in the first grade and a total of 31 in grades 1, 2, 3, 4, 
which taxes the capacity of the room and the ingenuity of 
the teacher to find the time to give individual attention. 


The porch roof has been installed this past summer and 
has proved very satisfactory. Difficulty has been experienced 
in getting the porch painted, however, we hope to have it 
accomplished in the not-to-distant future. 


The differences noted in the budget report for 1953-1954 
and what was presented at the district meeting is explained 
as follows: 
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According to a report from the State Tax Commission, 
the town owed the School District a balance of $592.01 on 
June 30, 1953. This takes into account an amount of $339.52 
representing the difference between the State Aid estimated 
on the 1952 Return of District Revenue and the amount ac- 
tually received. The amount estimated was $800.00 and the 
amount received was $653.05, leaving an amount due of $146.95. 
This change makes the balance due from the town $399.44. 
The following statement shows the computation of this bal- 
ance:
